strikes in all parts of Spain are 
flooding in from various sources, 
the Exchange Telegraph, company 
stated.

perous conditions 
with receding 


markets prices. With such recebs- 
ions, the manufacturer, the mer- 
chant, the wholesaler and jobber 
are inclined to maintain as rne- 
agre stocks of goods as far as pos- 
sible. In fact there are those who 
maintain that although manufac- 
turers, jobbers and merchants did 
not have an abnormally large 
stock of goods, the public 
had 


been overstocked, and the using up 
of the public's goods and 
their 


withholding from the market has 
been the greatest contribution to 
the price slump. Such conditions 
bring decline in prices and there 
is an inclination all around to fa- 
ther reduce inventory. It should 
also be noted that the only time 
when we may have fairly even- 
tempered prosperity with reced- 
ing prices is when such recession 
is extremely gradual and is bas- 
ed 
solely 
upon 
economies 


wrought in the cost of product- 
ion of the goods. The present ic- 
cession, however, has gone for be- 
yond that situation, 
and mi ay 


commodities breeds timidity upon 
the part of possible purchasers 
in making further commitments 
There are fortunately, however, 
many indications that commodity 
prices are near the bottom. There 
have been evidence of late to lu- 
dicate that a fairly stable bottom 
has been reached and that more 
prosperous conditions are not far 
off. 


However, I do not see much 


hope for any material pick-up in 
business during the first 
three 


months of 1930. Fundamentals 
may be better, taut the public evid- 
ences of improvement will be lack- 
ing. In fact, I am inclined to be- 
lieve that we will hear more pess- 
imistic utterances and see move 
evidence of public suffering and 
unemployment during those first 
three months of 1930 than 
w.e 


have during the last year. I oase 
this statement on the fact that 
even m the most prosperous ysacs 
there is more or less unemploy- 
ment during January, 
February 


and March. 
Employment statis- 


tics available in the State Indus- 
trial Commission will verify this 
statement. This situation is due to 
conditions which are readily anay- 
lized. 


CITY CONSTRUCTION 


Great public utilities and rail- 


roads can carry on very little of 
their outside work during those 
three months. Construction work 


of all kinds will be down to a min- 
imum. The state of Ohio and tlie 
various govermental sub-divisions 
of this commonwealth spend an- 
nually approximately 
$70,000.000 


in construction and maintenance of 
highways alone, a comparatively 
small part of which work can be 
carried on during the first three 
months of the year. These condit- 
ions alone would account for a 
considerable amount of unemploy- 
ment, even if manufacturing in- 
dustries were going 
along nor- 


mally. This entire situation is fur- 
ther aggravated by the fact that 
the farm labor situation is far 
from good, and duiing those three 
months farm labor very frequent- 
ly finds its way into the cities to 
Vie with the city labor for 
.such 


jobs as may be open 


I expect, however, to see some 


material improvement in the en- 
tire business situation, making !<>r 
relief of the serious unemploymeit 
situation, some time between the 
middle of March and the middle of 
May, 1931. I am basing this state- 
ment 
on 
several 
lundamenlal 


factories. I refer, first, to the 
money market. 
Money was com- 


paratively tight before the tre- 
mendous crash in the stock mar- 
ket 
m October, 1929. Shortly 


thereafter, however, money rated 
began to ease and had reached 
that point which economists ca.ll 
"easy"' by the middle of March of 
this year. The movement of morny 
rates has an important 
bearing: 


upon business development, easy 
money making 
for 
development 


and tight money making for de- 
pression. However, past experieace 
indicates that such evidences of 
the effect of money are 
found 


twelve to fourteen months afler 
money has reached the 
point of 


ease or tightness. In view of the 
fact, therefore, 
that money be- 


came easy about the middle cf 
March of this year, we may ex- 
pect the turn for the better to 
come at about the time indicated 
| next spring. 


Easy money is an invitation *o 


those with initiative to invest in 
enterprises which promises to be 
lucrative. We should bear in mind, 
however, that that will be inertly 
the beginning of the up-swmg of 
business and will certainly not at 
that time, reach what we may call 
prosperity. In fact, I am inclined 
to believe that the up-swmg of bus- 
iness will be much more gradual, 
and probably therefore much more 


sustained, than some other move- 
ments which we have had in the 
last twenty years. There will be 
no actual boom, because there are 
no new inventions being develop- 
ed, such as the automobile, the 
radio, the moving picture industry, 
and the electrical 
industry, 
to 


change our modes of living and 
to develop the tremendously pros- 
perous conditions which have ap- 
plied throughout the world since 
the World War, and terminating 
with the market crash in 1929. We 
do see in the offing a further de- 
velopment of the airplane, but I 
do not believe its 
use will so 


rapidly spread or be ot such a re- 
volutionary nature in the de- 
velopment of suburban districts, 
new hotels and other features of 
modern life, the development and 
construction of which have result- 
ed in the employment of untold 
thousands of people. 


LOOK FORWARD 


I 
While I have an abiding faith 


! in the new year to develop busi- 
' ness trends along the lines which 
I1 have indicated, it should bf 


l borne in mind that some serious 
| upset 
in the world conditions 


might possibly defer the return of 
more prosperous conditions. The 
collapse of the German govern- 
ment; the rapid spread of revolu- 
tion in India; and further uphea- 
vals thiougnout South America or 
the rest of the world, might very 
readily jeopardize the entire econ- 
omic structure and adversly effect 
conditions in the United States. 
Similarly, a development of decid- 
ed radicals trends 
of political 


thought in the United States might 
cause hesitation in making further 
commitments on the part of those 
who would otherwise do so. How- 
ever, the latter contingency, I be- 
lieve, is fairly remote in view of 
the disposition of the representa- 
tives of the leading political par- 
ties to frankly discuss and work 
for such enactment of the law as 
will work for restoration of confi- 
_dence and the development of busi- 
ness, in the prosperity of which 
labor will also profit.
